(AP)—A brown mongel dog 
named Don was living in new 
quarters today and Alaska Road 
Commission employes were keep- 
ing his plate heaped with his 
favorite food. 

That was his reward for dash- 
ing into a burning building and 
rescuing his friend and bed mate 
Kathy, a cat. But the cat would 
not even take time to say “thanks, 
Don.” 

The dog performed the heroic 
act several days ago when fire 
destroyed a garage in which they 
slept. 

Some 20 volunteer firemen wit- 
nessed the dog’s heroic act. Frank 
Hobs, road commission mechanic, 
said:

Suddenly he dashed into the 
flaming building and vanished.

Dewey said that “one of the 
greatest triumphs of recent months 
has been the abandonment of its 
appeasement of the Reds in Chi- 
na,” and he supported moves to 
back up “the forces of a free 
China.” 

“Let us stop handing armies 
and nations over to the Russians. 
The only way to stop it is to draw 
the line. All the world knows 
what nations we will defend for 
sure and as a result no attack has 
been made on a single one of 
them.”

WOMAN ON VERGE 
OF GALLOWS RATED 
BRAVER THAN MAN 


LONDON, Feb. 13 (AP)—A 
woman about to die in the hang- 
man’s noose is braver than any 
man. 

That's the opinion of Albert 
Pierrepoint, Britain’s executioner 
for the last 20 years. | 

Not that he has hanged many 
women murderers lately. One in 
1949 was the first hanged in Brit- 
ain since 1936. 

“IT have never known a con- 
demned woman to break down at 
the last moment,” Pierrepoint 
told a royal commission on capi- 
tal punishment in testimony re- 
leased today. 

“Would you say there was any- 
thing particularly unpleasant in 
the execution of a woman?” a 
commission member asked.

Allied Air Force, Marine and 
Navy planes combined in low-lev- 
el strikes aimed to break up the 
mounting threat to the main east- 
west road in northern South Ko- 
rea. 

Once in possession of the road, 
the Reds would be in position to 
strike east or west behind Allied 
lines, They would menace the 
four or more divisions along the 
western front in the Seoul area, 
and Tenth Corps units holding 
the central front line near Wonju. 

Napalm Sears Enemy. 

Allied air power seared one 
band of 1000 Reds moving down 
the westernmost of the two val- 
leys near Sokking. They hit with 
flaming napalm jellied gasoline 
and machine guns, Pilots esti- 
mated they killed 300 of this 
group. 

Allied planes also hit two other 
groups—about 400 Reds 10 miles 
northeast of Yoju and another 100 
skirting Chipyong. 

There was little ground fighting 
Tuesday compared with Monday’s 
blazing battle around Hoengsong. 
American and South Korean 
troops had fought their way out of 
the trap sprung by a 100,000-man 
Red force and had taken up new 
defensive positions. 

Much of Tuesday was spent by 
Allies and Communists in re- 
grouping for new fighting. 

But there was one clash 15 
miles west of Wonju. An Allied 
force drove back into the hills a 
Red column striking for the 
Wonju-Yoju road. Allied planes 
aided in routing the Reds. 

The withdrawal from Hoeng- 
song leaves Chipyong the -north- 
ernmost Allied strongpoint on 
the central front. 

In addition to hitting the 
Chinese, Allied aircraft de- 
stroyed quantities of ammuni- 
tion and supplies left behind 


Freezing Rain Changing to Snow

At dusk, the slanting 
rays of the sun light up their 
bottoms, giving them a saucer- 
like appearance, Dr. Liddel said. 

They carry instruments to re- 
cord what happens when cosmic 
rays hit atoms in the earth’s at- 
mosphere. This splitting gives 
clue to how atoms are put to-| 
gether, and how to release their | 


energy. 
Secret at First. 


“When this project first began 
it was kept secret,” the magazine 
quotes Dr. Liddel. “Now there 
is no longer any need for se-| 
crecy on a scientific .basis. And, | 
certainly, there is no longer any | 
need to keep the public in the 
dark about what flying saucers | 
are.” | 


Look says, “The Liddel report 
is considered to be the most au- 
thoritative scientific explanation 
of the flying-saucer phenomenon. 
As far as Dr. Liddel is concerned 
personally, he considers his an- 
swer incontrovertibly right.” 


The balloons, called skyhooks, 
werc first sent aloft in 1947, and 
it was then that flying saucer re- 
ports began, the article says. 
There were more balloons in the 
next two years and more “sau- 
cers” seen. There were fewer bal- 
loons sent up in 1950, and fewer 
saucer reports. 

A picture, taken by telescope of 
a balloon at 77,000-foot altitude 
over Minnesota, convinced Dr. 
Liddel even more, the magazine 
says. The photograph fits descrip- 
tions of flying saucers. 


Dusk Best Time to See Them. 


At dusk on a cool summer eve- 
ning is the best time to see the 
balloon “saucer,” it says. 

“The lateral rays of the sun at 
dusk illuminate the base of the 
balloon. There is no chance of 
your ever seeing the full round- 
ness of it because you are so far 
below it.

The vehicle gathered speed as 
it rolled down the hill, headed 
toward a group of children wait- 
ing at the next bus stop. 

Harry kept pumping the brakes.

The youngsters scampered to safe- 
ty, all but one. Seven-year-old 
rea Flinchbaugh froze with 
ear. ' 

“I kept leaning on the horn,

praying for her to run,” Harry 
said, “but she seemed frozen to 
th espot. I'll never forget the 
helpless look on her face as the 
bus bore down on her, 

“I could have ditched the bus 
but it might have plowed into a 
four-foot gully at the side of the 
road—it might have killed us all.” 

Then Harry made his split- 
second decision. 

“I “closed my eyes and kept 
pumping the brake pedal,” he 
said. “Then I heard the bump. 
The bus lurched a little and I 
said to myself ‘Oh, God.’”

FLYING SAUCERS 
SAID TO BE BIG 
PLASTIC BALLOONS

press you as the glow of an atom- 
ic engine. The wisp of the bal- 
loon’s instrument-filled tail may 
impress you as the exhaust. The 
sun’s rays may suffuse the plastic 
bag with a fiery glow.” 

“Even seasoned airmen have no 
way of estimating the size and 
speed of an object they see. To 
peg size and speed, the mind must 
know the nature of the object.” | 

Look says Dr. Liddel and as- 
sociates studied 2000 reports of 
flying saucers, eliminating those 
“seeming to the visions of 
crackpots or psychopaths” or 
“clearly the result of. inaccurate 
vision.” One report of “little 
men” found in the wreckage of a 
saucer near Mexico City turned 
out to be the unsubstantiated 
story of a traveler, it says. 

“This left a solid base of re- 
ports from airplane pilots, scien- 
tific observes and reliable laymen 
which could not be brushed aside. 
After a thorough investigation, 
Dr. Liddel said: ‘There is not a 
single reliable report of an ob- 
servation which is not attributa- 
ble to the cosmic balloons.’ ” 

The article quotes Dr. Liddel 
as saying that Capt. Thomas F. 
Mantell, Air Force pilot found 
dead in his crashed plane after 
radioing that he was pursuing a 
strange sky object, was chasing 
“a balloon of the skyhook type.” | 

There have been several re- 

ports of squadrons of flying 
disks, and “this is explained by 
Dr. Liddel as clusters of 20 to 
30 balloons 10 to 15 feet in di- 
ameter, which are sometimes 
used in place of the huge sky- 
hook.” 
Dr. Liddel checked other Gov- 
ernment agencies and “is satis- 
fied that no other research or 
experimental project has utilized 
anything even roughly resembling 
a flying saucer.’””

Twice last year the President asked the Senate 
to approve his RFC nominations, but the 
Senate did nothing. Senators Fulbright and 
Douglas of the Banking subcommittee told Mr. 
Truman the Senate probably would start a battle 
over the RFC, if he persisted. They urged him 
to accept reforms in RFC administration. 

When Mr. Truman ignored the appeal, the 
subcommittee issued a blistering report about 
the RFC, some of its loans, three of its directors 
and. the presidential assistant, Donald Dawson, 
who was said to have influenced the RFC direc- 
tors. Yet only 10 days later Mr. Truman chose 
to throw the nominations of the directors back 
at the Senate. 

All this is mystifying, unless the White House 
has developed a passion for martyrdom. The 
nominations do not seem to stand a chance. 
President Truman might have avoided a needless 
battle in Congress by accepting the RFC re- 
forms, but there he is, standing stubbornly by 
his guns, and they are empty. 
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The flying saucer riddle has been solved by 
a scientist who says the mysteries are no more 
than cosmic ray study balloons, the bride of the 
Shah of Iran has kept her spouse waiting for 
half an hour, and all's better with the world. 
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Loophole for Featherbeds 


Under a rigidly narrow reading of the Taft- 
Hartley Act, the National Labor Relations Board 
can defend: its approval of featherbedding by 
the musicians’ union. This result, however, runs 
so hard against the law's intent that the Board 
majority felt compelled to point out that Con- 
gress might change the language on which the 
decision was based. 

What happened is, briefly, this: When an 
Akron theater sought to engage a traveling 
“name” band, it was informed that it would 
have to pay a local band for a similar perform- 
ance. The theater refused; the “name” band 
was not engaged, and unfair labor practice 
charges were filed against the union. 

Before enactment of the Taft-Hartley law, it 
was the practice of the Federation of Musicians 
—James C. Petrillo, president—to insist on 
standby pay for a jocal band or orchestra when- 
ever a traveling band was engaged. This was 
featherbedding pure and simple. It made it 
necessary to pay two bands for one performance. 

The Taft-Hartley Act took care of such situa- 
tions by forbidding unions ‘“‘to cause or attempt 
to cause an employer to pay or deliver or agree 
to pay any money or thing of value, in the na- 
ture of an exaction, for services which are not 
performed or not to be performed.” 

In the face of this, the musicians’ union 
modified its practice. Instead of insisting on 


standby pay, it insisted on payment for an. 


actual performance within 90 days. It was 
against this arrangement that the Akron theater 
balked. But Abe Murdock and Paul L. Styles, 
who provided the 2-1 majority in the NLRB 
decision, held that “actual employment” was not 
covered by a law directed against “services 
which are not performed or not to be per- 
formed.” Technically, they have a point. — 
Featherbedding, however, is featherbedding 
whether it takes the form of a mere payment 
of money or payment for unwanted work. 
James J. Reynolds Jr., the dissenting NLRB 
member, correctly pointed out that “unions can 
avoid liability in all circumstances by the simple

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Flexibility in Wage Control. 

New regulations by the Wage Stabilization 
Board continue the process of unthawing the 
wage freeze. Employers are permitted to follow 
previously established patterns in granting in- 
dividual merit increases and increases for length 
of service. It is provided that individuals trans- 
ferred to jobs carrying a higher rate of pay 
may be upgraded in the pay scale. 

The new orders are meant to apply only to 
individua? cases and only where pay differen- 
tials have been customarily observed. They will 
permit the flexibility which is essential in wage 
stabilization, but are not intended to be used 
as a means of granting general wage increases 
which would contribute to inflationary pres- 
sures. As the Board says, workers and employ- 
ers must co-operate in seeing to it that “indi- 
vidual wage and salary adjustments be not mis- 
used for the purpose of evading or avoiding the 
requirements of law.” 

There is all the difference in the world, so 
far as inflationary pressures are concerned, be- 
tween granting individual pay increases for 
merit or length of service and granting general 
increases which lift the whole level of wage 
rates. Some general increase formula will un- 
doubtedly be worked out, as the “Little Steel” 
formula was worked out in World War II, in 
order to apply the same principles of stabiliza- 
tion to all workers. Once that formula is de- 
termined, it must be adhered to for the good 
of everybody, for everybody has a common 
stake in bringing inflation under control. 
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Flying Teacups 

The British are a little bit slow. But when it 
comes to picking up a popular idea and even 
improving on it, they are sure.

We 
wonder no more. Flying teacups have been 
sighted. 

What's more, they have been traced to their 
lair, the Elizabethan Cafe in Ipswich.

How Big Trucks Smash Highways 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


New evidence refutes claims by “organized highway busters” that 
big trucks do not damage highways, editorial says; cites Maryland 
survey on damage to pavements; warns Legislature not to listen 
to truck lobby and urges severe penalties for illegal overloads.

One of the favorite arguments of the 
organized highway busters is that there is 
no scientific or engineering proof that 
their big trucks are breaking down the 
highways of the nation. They can toss 
that one in the ash can from now on. 

The Illinois Highway Department joined 
a year ago with departments of 10 other 
states and the District of Columbia to 
finance a test road in Maryland. Heavy 
trucks were then run back and forth on 
it, and the damage they wrought care- 
fully measured by engineers. 

With minor exceptions, the project 
duplicated what is going on every day on 
thousands of miles of highway throughout 
the nation. The pavement slab was slightly 
lighter than Illinois now lays, but heavier 
than that on many of our existing roads. 

The test highway was divided into four 
sections. On one. trucks carrying a single 
axle load of 18,000 pounds were run tens 
of thousands of times. On a parallel slab 
the trucks had a single axle load of 22,400 
pounds. The other two sections were sub- 


jected to tandem axle loads, one of 32,000 


pounds and one of 44,800 pounds. It is 
known, and recognized in highway weight 
limit rules, that it is the load on each 
axle, not the total load of the truck, that 
determines the damage to pavement. 

The single axle load of 18,000 pounds is 
the maximum allowed by Illinois law. The 
tandem axle load of 32,000 pounds is two 
tons less than is permitted in this state, 
and the 44,800 load exceeded our legal 
maximum for such trucks by 4.4 tons. 
Illegally overloaded trucks, hundreds of 
which smash Illinois highways every day, 
frequently haul more than 22,400 pounds 
on one axle, or 44,800 on two. 

After five months of tests, during which 
there were 238,000 truck passages over 


each slab, it was shown that the 22,400- 
pound load caused six times as much 
cracking, measured in feet, as did the 
18,000-pound load that Illinois permits. 
Furthermore, even the lighter load, after 
238,000 truck passes, had caused structural 
failures in more than a quarter of the 
pavement slabs. This is no more traffic 
than a heavily traveled Illinois highway 
would carry in a year. 


The demonstration of what an overload 
on tandem axles does to pavement was 
equally impressive. After 92.000 passes, 
the 44,800 pound tandem axle load leit 
only 4 per cent of the highway slabs in 
that tests section undamaged. The 32,000- 
pound loading caused structural failures 
in 27 per cent of the slabs. 


The tests, which are continuing. show 
that the present load limits in Illinois are 
not too severe and perhaps should be 
made more so. Loads that will damage 
a quarter of the slabs in a highway can 
be regarded as a gross imposition on the 
taxpayers who build the roads. 


At any rate, when the highway busters’ 
lobbyists start circulating around Spring- 
field, as they will, and telling the legisla- 
tors that it isn’t heavy trucks, but poor 
engineering specifications, or weather, or 
crooked highway contractors that cause 
highways to break down, the legislators 
should tell them to go fly a kite. 

The legislature must-accept this scien- 
tific data if the state’s roads are to be 
saved from complete destruction. The only 
remedy is to make the penalties for over- 
loading trucks so heavy, and to enforce 
them so strictly, that violators will go 
broke. The Indiana law, which provides 
a mandatory fine of 10 cents a pound 
for overloads, is a good one to follow. 


Senate Control by a Slender Thread

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch has noted a 
political curiosity that will make you feel 
better or worse, according to your party 
views. The Senate is divided 49-to-47, with 
the Democrats holding a tiny edge. The 
Missouri paper points out that this slender 
thread of Democratic control might break 
at any moment. 


There are 11 states which now have Re- 
publican Governors and which also have 
either one or two Democratic Senators. 
The states are Arizona, Connecticut, Colo- 
rado, Iowa, Minnesota, Maryland, New 
Mexico, New York, Nevada, Washington 
and Wyoming. Death of a Democratic 
Senator from one of these states would 
immediately result in the appointment of 
a Republican. Two such events would 
overturn the Senate majority. 


That would mean a change in all com- 
mittee chairmanships. It would mean a 


divided Congress, with a Republican Sen- 
ate and a Democratic House. That sort of 
situation has caused plenty of difficulties 
in previous eras when national unity was 
desired. 

The gruelling pace of Washington life is 
likely to break men down regardless of 
age, and accidents happen to the young 
as well as to the old. The possibility of 
a quick Senate turn-over is intensified, 
however, by the age of some of the Demo- 
cratic Senators from the states concerned. 
McCarran of Nevada is 74, Lehman of New 
York will soon be 73, Gillette of Iowa is 
almost 72. Even so active and husky a 
party leader as O'Mahoney of Wyoming 
s 66. 

Vice President Barkley, gazing out over 
his Senate colleagues from his seat as pre- 
siding officer, must speculate a little on 
what fate could do to his Democratic 
majority.

And 
that has been confirmed again in New 
Orleans by references to contacts with out- 
side mobsters and to the interlocking di- 
rectorates of various illegitimate enter- 
prises.

The Soil and Its People 


MOULDED IN EARTH, by Richard Vaughan. (E. P. 

Dutton & Co., 256 pgs., $3.) 

Those Peeles, farmers of the Welsh 
countryside, were moulded in earth, soil- 
bound to the farm, as for generations they 
had been. So also their neighbors, the 
Ellises, were and had been. Neighbors 
they were but bitter enemies, as they had 
been through generations of feuding.

Arm-in-arm we 
stood there, shoulder to shoulder, moulded 
in earth and rooted in the soil of our 
birthplace. Come what would—death, 
grief, sadness; come winter and its storms, 
come the seasons with what they would:

There is thus a happy ending for 
“Moulded in Earth.” But the ending of 
the book is not the last of the story, for 
“Moulded in Earth” is the first part of a 
trilogy to deal with aspects of life in the 
remote region of the Welsh Black Moun- 
tains, made romantic by the sympathy and 
skill of Richard Vaughan. It is a sym- 
pathy well grounded, for he is descended 
from Welsh farming stock, who are clos- 
est to his heart. 


The tale, saturated with the beauty of 
the world, and its suffering, too, is told 
by Edwin, a literary device that has its 
faults because it assumes an articulate- 
ness and narrative powers beyond what a 
Welsh farm boy could be supposed to 
have. The merits of the novel, however, 
make it easy to forgive this device.

Personal One, 
Then Receipt

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Feb. 13— 
What has become one of St. Louis 
University’s most interesting bas- 
ketball relationships goes into its 
second and final act of the 1950- 
51 season here tonight when the 
Billikens play Notre Dame in a 
return game.

He was, accordingly, auto- 
matically and properly left off 
the team. Being cognizant of 
the rules, Gehrmann himself 
made no holler, but recently 
the discovery that America’s 
fastest miler was not on the 
team brought howls from as- 
sorted inmates of the press box. 

Chances are it was not so 
much a determination that jus- 
tice be done to Gehrmann or a 
desire that the United States 
have the strongest possible rep- 
resentation which stirred the 
editorial wrath. More likely, 
the authors merely saw and 
seized an opportunity to fling 
the 16-pound invective at their 
favorite targets, the round, 
hard heads of the track and 
field authorities. 


Came by It Honestly. 


HAT’S fair enough. It is 
not by accident that the 
chairborne brass of the 
A.A.U. and the Olympic Com- 
mittee became the favorite whip- 
ping boys of the sporting press. 
They earned the distinction 
honestly by exercising and re- 
fining a talent for making un- 
popular decisions with the stuf- 
fiest possible complacency and 
bucking public opinion with the 
acme of stiff-necked composity. 
Naturally, therefore, the boys 
cried havoc when the Pan- 
American squad list was pub- 
lished without Gehrmann’s 
name. What idiocy was this? 
How could a squad be consid- 
ered representative of the Unit- 
ed States if it did not include 
the season’s most celebrated 
performer, a man who had 
proved his class by whipping 
all comers in 38 consecutive 
races? Suppose Gehrmann 
hadn’t observed the formality 
of qualifying, he was still the 
best, wasn’t he? Then make 
room for him. 
These were good arguments,

lacking nothing but fairness and 
good sense. Harkening to 
them, the authorities gave in 
and invited Gehrmann, but he 
said no thanks, he didn’t have a 
stitch to wear and couldn't 
possibly get ready in time. 

He should not have been in- 
vited. Not because he had 
committed any offense demand- 
ing discipline, but because the 
established method of selecting 
the team is a form of democ- 
racy-in-action, which excludes 
special privilege. 

The rules established a trip 
to Buenos Aires as a prize for 
a specific achievement—finish- 
ing one, two, three in the Na- 
tional championships. Thus an 
opportunity was made open to 
every kid prepared to take his 
chances. He might be a miler 
who couldn’t beat Gehrmann 
once in 38 attempts. But on 
the thirty-ninth try he might 
get lucky; maybe Gehrmann 
would have an off day, or may- 
be Gehrmann wouldn’t even 
show up. The kid.who accepts 
the opportunity is entitled to 


his chance.

HEN you need 120 for your 
initial meld, you are in a 
dangerous position. You may 


go all through a deal without be- 
ing able to make the minimum. 


Of course, when the other side 
needs 120 too, it’s even; but that 
does not mean it is less danger- 
ous for you. It merely means 
that it is dangerous for both 
sides. 

The most dangerous situation 
is when you need 120 and the 
opponents need 90 or less. This 
means you are ahead in the score, 
but at a disadvantage in the play. 
That is when you should make 
every effort to end the game as 
soon as possible, by passing the 


5000-point mark. Consider this 
hand: 
You started the deal with a 


, score of 4100, and so needed 120. 


The opponents need only 90 and 
haven't melded.

You ean’t go out, because you 
can’t quite meld all of your cards. 
Ordinarily you would hold up as 
many pairs as possible and play 
to get the pack.

You don’t want to take 
any chance of going into another 
deal needing 120 when the op- 
ponénts need only 90.

“This business of mixing the 
right ingredients and throwing 
them in a funnel at one end and 
taking out the cards from a chute 
at the other may be all right,” 
says one executive, “but in be- 
tween you have a lot of things 
you don’t find in a tomato juice 
cannery.” 

The birth of a greeting card 
requires the precision of a-_mili- 
tary operation. First the plan- 
ning department looks over “the 
line,” decides what type of card 
is needed on the basis of last 
season's sales. Say the planners 
think they ought to have a num- 
ber that a farm family might 
want to send the neighbors for 
Christmas. 

About a year and a half be- 
fore the card is supposed to be 
dropped in the mails (last year 
a billion and a half Christmas 
greetings gave postmen the worst 
backache ever) the sentiment de- 
partment gets a pink requisition 
slip. This printed blank will give 
the “caption” to appear on the 
outside—in this case, “‘To a fine 
couple”—the occasion — “Christ- 
mas”’—and the length of the 
verse required—“eight lines.” 

The request hits the desk of 
Managing Editor John Boppart, a 
round-faced, jovial soul who could 
pass for Santa Claus anywhere. 
Boppart, who rose through the 
ranks of the sales department, as- 
signs the sentiment to one of his 
10 writers, all of whom are girls. 
You see them scattered over the 
neat rows of desks that fill the 
enormous,. unpartitioned fourth 
floor of the block-long Hallmark 
building. Most of the time the 
writers seem to be shuffling little 
file cards listing 125,000 samples 
of sentiments already used. 

Since nothing has yet come 
along to take the place of holly, 
bells and the same old Yuletide 
greetings expressed more or less 
the same old way, a_ certain 
amount of repetition is inevitable 
in the composing of a sentiment. 
The customers don’t seem to 
mind, possibly because no string 
of syllables ever assembled makes 
a less lasting impression than the 
doggerel on a Christmas card. 
Boppart says he recently sur- 
veyed his writers to find out 
whether they recalled what verses 
appeared on the cards THEY 
got for Christmas. Nobody re- 
membered a line. 

But let no one leap to the 
conclusion that sentiment-writing 
is a snap. Some time back Bop- 
part had to discharge a girl who 
knew about rhyme and rhythm, 
but just couldn’t capture the 
elusive quality that explains why 
greeting cards exist at all, namely 
their ability to put in words 
what the well-wisher is too 
tongue-tied or too lazy to pen 
himself. 

Then you have to predict the 
greeter’s motives. “One husband 
sends his wife a Valentine be- 
cause he loves her,” Boppart 
muses, “another buys one because 
he has to send it so she wan't 


be mad. We have to provide for 
both.” 

To reach the supreme goal of 
saying what you want to say, a 
sentiment writer has to satisfy 
nearly everybody, always a deli- 
cate chore. Of course it has 
been done. The most notable 
example along this line is a card 
shaped in the silhouette of a little 
flower cart filled with purple 
pansies. This item has sold more 
than 2,000,000 cards in an un- 
precedented five-year life in “the 
line” and nobody has dared to 
replace it. It is Hallmark’s un- 
disputed all-time best seller. All 
it says as you apen it up is: 
‘*Pansies always’ stand for 

thoughts— 

At least that’s what folks say, 

So this just comes to show MY 
thoughts 

Are there with you today.” 

One shrewd observer of the 
scene has called this ‘“‘the revolv- 
ing, ever-normal greeting card.” 
As such it has no peer. 

To go back to incipient greet- 
ings “to a fine couple,” the first 
rule the sentiment writer must 
follow is that of utter simplicity. 
The story is told that when the 
sentiment department purchased 
an unabridged dictionary to help 
with its labors, the president of 
Hall Brothers, Joyce C. Hall— 
better known as “J.C.”’—ordered 
it removed and replaced by a 
slender edition from the dime 
store. 

“If the word you're using isn’t 
here it doesn’t belong in a greet- 
ing card,” he announced. 

Next you have to watch the 
taboos. There are a handful of 
perfectly respectable words that 
Boppart’s scribes are taught to 
shun like a four-letter invective. 
They’re not scared of competition 
(Hall Brothers sells twice as many 
cards as its nearest rival) but they 
look upon the offensive words as 
trade secrets and won’t tell which 
they are. 

Regional and _ certain other 
prejudices must be guarded 
against. A valentine that whistles 
“Yankee Doodle Dandy” will 
never sell in Atlanta. There has 
been serlous trouble among the 
Irish in Boston because of “Pat- 
ty’s Pig” appearing on a St. Pat- 
rick’s Day salutation. Only the 
Scots apparently can’t be libeled 
no matter how hard you pan their 
Scotchness. 

Pictures of elephants are dan- 
gerous because women might as- 
sociate them with bigness. On 
the other hand, Boppart remem- 
bers a socially prominent dowager 
doubling up with laughter in a 
Boston store over a card women 
were supposed to send other wom- 
en with the caption, “From one 
old bag to another.” 

* * * 

CARD must not be too sugges- 
A tive. If a cover lets you peep 

through a keyhole cut-out, 
youre apt to find just arms in- 
side. But the facts of lif. need not 
be totally ignored. Witness this 
number for expectant mothers 
which pictures a bunny on a 
bathroom scale: 

“Gainin’ weight? Losin’ shape? 

Concerned about your figger? 

Well just relax 
and face the facts, 
‘You’re gonna get bigger 
and BIGGER!” 
The bunny does get progres- 


sively bigger as you unfold the. 


flaps of the card. 

Once a writer has successfully 
dodged the known pitfalls, the 
verse goes before the daily 10 
a.m. conference where the lines, 
usually handwritten, are thrown 
enlarged upon a screen to be

criticized, edited and voted upon 
by other writers and editors. 

Not all sentiments are staff- 
produced. Miss Louise Lutz, the 
chief writer, who started as a free 
lance contributor herself, gets an 
average of 100 verses in the mail 
each day from would-be senti- 
ment composers. Less than one 
per cent of these are bought at 
rates ranging between 50 cents to 
$1 a line. Among the successful 
free lancers are housewives, in- 
valids, a mink farmer’s wife, and 
a Catholic sister who specializes 
in religious themes. 

When the sentiment depart- 
ment has ceased toiling on a verse 
their product goes to ‘the crea- 
tive department where it is illus- 
trated. This is the job of about 
150 girls and one man. Most of 
the girls are pretty, company- 
trained and the average age is 24. 
The lone man in the crew, a lucky 
fellow named Bill Cederland, does 
not do the men’s cards, as you 
might expect. They are done by 
the girls. Bill specializes in the 
light touch. 

The artistic battery sits at 
neatly aligned desks, with not 
too much space between, drawing 
and painting in silence. There is 
nothing Bohemian about the at- 
mosphere except when an artist 
working on a Christmas number 
(Yuletide cards make up more 
than half of -Hallmark’s business) 
feel the urge to light a candle in 
the interests of absolute accuracy. 

Occasionally, too, live rabbits, 
chickens and kittens are led 
through the room on their way to 
the photographer for a few need- 
ed poses.

N illustrating a card, originality 
J azain bucks its horned head 

against the borders of good 
taste. A baby card showing mama 
washing a diaper in the toilet 
was personally vetoed by “J.C.,” 
for instance. But a birthday card 
was not, even though it was 
shaped and colored like a girdle 
and offered the lines: 

“As one of your loyal supporters 

I just want to say— 
You're holding up 

shape!” 

A completed draft goes be- 
fore Hallmark’s Supreme Court, 
“the OK Committee.” Here, 
“J.C.”, a shrewd, lanky gent of 
60, peers through his _ horn- 
rimmed spectacles, and, encircled 
by his lieutenants, renders the 
judgment from which there is no 
appeal. 

The company’s solemn-faced 
founder still jumps out of bed 
in the middle of the night to 
put on paper a greeting card 
idea that popped into his barely 
dozing mind. And from his trips 
he rarely fails to bring back 
a gimmick—perhaps the tricky 
folder of a hotel ad or the design 
on a handkerchief—that might be 
adaptable to “the line.” 

But when he sits in the “OK 
committee,” Hall concentrates on 
details. Roses on his cards must 
not be too open because an open 
rose is an old rose. The other 
day the painting of a teapot just 
wasn’t pretty enough for him. 
The creative department had to 
hustle to the store and get an- 
other one to use as model. And 
when a graduation card not long 
ago featured by way of back- 
ground a globe with lines of an 
imaginary map, the artists had to 
unlimber their slimmest brushes 
to paint in authentic geography. 

After a card has weathered the 
final test it goes into production 
in the company’s plants at Kansas 
City, Topeka, Emporia, Parsons,

and Leavenworth, Kan. Hall 
Brothers would like it known that 
there is no machine to spray on 
tinsel or snap on the eyes of a 
Santa Claus. So on the average 
bright summer day you're apt to 
find a line of Hallmark girls past- 
ing puffy white cotton faces on 
thousands of snowmen. They’ve 
been so busy in recent years that 
the firm is getting ready to set up 
another $2,500,000 factory near 
Kansas City headquarters to aug- 
ment present assembly lines. 

Among Hallmark cards that 
have made the grade by being 
purchased in adequate numbers 
are items addressed to a sweet- 
heart, dear, darling, or honey 
ranging in price from 15 cents to 
$1 (a plushy valentine with a 
satin pillow and real sachet built 
in may run up to $5 on the theory 
that real love knows no bounds). 
You can have cards for mother 
broken down into ma, mom, 
mommie, and godmother. 

Hallmark can give you an “‘il- 
lustrated tonsillectomy” and an 
“illustrated appendectomy,” but 
as one executive points out: “We 
don’t have any unsuccessful oper- 
ations. You have to go to the 
sympathy file for them.” 

Sickness can leave quite a 
loophole for an alert card sales- 
man. He can market a cheer 
card before youre sick enough 
to go to the hospital. At the 
office a gang can get together 
and send a collective note “to an 
absent member.” Then, when 
you're in the hospital, you can 
get a “general operation” card 
if yours is the kind of surgery 
one doesn’t talk about. After 
you’ve withstood the .knife you 
can be bombarded with the 
“seven-day cheer.” This is a 
series of seven cards each con- 
taining a “mystery” solved by 
the succeeding link; one card is 
sent each day for a week. Finally, 
when you’re on the mend, Hall- 
mark will furnish your friends 
with a neat selection of ‘“wel- 
come home from the hospital” 
numbers. . 

Gadget cards are becoming 
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more popular. There’s one shaped 
like a flying saucer and one for 
a belated happy birthday in 
which a paper hen is actually 
seen laying an egg. Another 
novelty shows a spider creeping 
up on another birthday and still 
one more represents birthdays to 
be as plentiful as fleas. This 
one sports a puppy in the act 
of vigorous scratching.

F none of this appeals to you, 
Hallmark will sell you works of 
art by Norman* Rockwell, Mrs. 
Anna Mary (Grandma) Moses, 
and an obscure English part-time 
painter named Winston Churchill. 


Some of “J.C.’s” own brain- 
storms are instant hits like the 
oversized cards he dreamed up 
to represents baskets of true- 
color flowers. They were made 
in the shape of easels and could 
be put up in sickrooms precisely 
like genuine flowers. 

But even the king of greeting 
cards can be mistaken. Not long 
ago somebody suggested that he 
make “‘secret pal” cards. He was 
advised that all over the coun- 
try women were getting together 
to send greetings and gifts to 
someone in their set without 
identifying themselves — except 
once a year. Against his better 
judgment, Hall was persuaded to 
put out some cards to serve this 
somewhat specialized need. They 
sold like crazy, but “J.C.” says he 
hasn’t met a secret pal yet.

HE bidding of doubtful slams 
falls into two categories: Mak- 
ing such bids when you and 
partner have had the auction all 
to yourselves; and doing the same 
“pressing” when the opponents . 
have been competing. In the lat- 
ter case there may be an impor- 
tant by-product of the doubtful 
slam bid—the opponents, not 
knowing that you were in doubt 
(assuming that you maintained the 
correctly confident attitude!) may 
be seduced into a costly “sacri- 
fice.” 
That was the situation in the 


following deal:

South was a little optimistic 
when he jumped to five dia- 
monds, and North was also over- 
aggressive when he carried this 
bid to the slam. “Iie had already 
bid three clubs freely, and South's 
bidding strongly indicated that 
North’s great length in trump 
suit would not be nearly so valu- 
able as other material North 
might have held. 

However, the fate of the six- 
diamond contract was no longer 
an issue inasmuch as West de- 
cided to “save.” This was, at the 
very best, a highly dubious de- 
cision—unless West took it for 
granted that anything the oppo- 
nents bid, they could make. 


Defending against six spades 
doubled, North opened his fourth- 
highest diamond. South won and 
returned the club five. Declarer 
(West) ducked, and North won 
with the queen. Now, giving de- 
clarer no chance to. establish 
hearts and discard a club, North 
underled his heart ace. South 
put up the king and led another 
club, and thus the quite needless . 
“sacrifice” contract was defeated 
four tricks, 700 points. 

It is very obvious that South 
would have gone down at six dia- 
monds.
